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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention relates to an active-matrix display device which include 
pixels (pixel circuits) having display elements arranged in a matrix and which write and 
display image data with scanning lines and signal lines, and to methods of driving such 
active-matrix display device. The display device comprises a plurality of pixels, each of 
the plurality of pixels includes five transistor, four scanning lines, two capacitors and a 
plurality of power lines. 

Miyazawa (US 2004/0100427), in the same display field, discloses an active- 
matrix display device comprises a plurality of pixels, each of the plurality of pixels 
includes five transistor, four scanning lines, two capacitors and one power line. 

Miyazawa differs from the present claim invention (independent claims 1 and 11) 
in that Miyazawa does not teach or suggest: the first, second and third power lines (see 
VCC1 , VCC2 AND VCC3 of Fig. 2); the fifth transistor (see 25 of Fig. 2), a first 
electrode terminal of the fifth transistor is connected with a third power line, a second 
electrode terminal of the fifth transistor is connected with the second electrode 
terminal of the first transistor (see 25 of Fig. 2); and the display element to connected 
to a second power line (see 20 of Fig. 2). In contrast, Miyazawa teaches only one 
power line (see LI of Fig. 2), the fifth transistor (Q3 of Fig. 2), a first electrode 
terminal of the fifth transistor is connected with the only one power line (see LI of

Fig. 2), a second electrode terminal of the fifth transistor is connected between two 
capacitors (see Fig. 2), and the display element connected to a ground. 

In addition to the above differences, the filling date of the Miyazawa reference 
(July 31, 2003) is later the priority date of the present invention (October 11, 2002).
